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EDITORIAL NOTES 


THERE IS PERHAPS NO MORE AVID READER than the child who has just 
mastered the relationship that exists between the printed page and the 
story itconveys. To supply his demand for books and still more books, 
librarians in the past have purchased many readers and primers, and 
have based their choice on literary quality. But the changing methods 
of teaching reading have greatly affected the content of these books. 
Many have been published during the past ten years which are the 
outcome of pedagogical theory and practice and many more have been 
published in imitation of these but quite lacking in any real educational 
principle. For these reasons the selection of readers and primers for 
the Booklist has grown increasingly difficult. Some months ago an 
appeal was made to the section of Library Work with Children for a 
list of readers and primers appropriate for use in libraries, together 
with an outline of standards on which to base future selections. A 
committee was appointed with Elizabeth D. Briggs as Chairman. 
Their work is completed and the list has been published by the A.L.A. 
in a six page leaflet. The Booklist will endeavor to include from time 
to time new readers and primers which measure up to the standards 
outlined. The leaflet is priced at 10c for one; 45c for 10; 90c for 25; 
$1.50 for 50; $2.25 for 100. 


Two MOST ATTRACTIVE CATALOGS OF BOOKS OF 1929-1930 have been 
received. They are issued as the joint venture of four bookshops. One 
is called Company of books, the other Company of books for boys and 
girls. The cooperating shops are The Hampshire Bookshop, Inc., 
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Northampton; Hathaway House Bookshop, Wellesley; Vassar Co- 
operative Bookshop, Poughkeepsie; and The Bookshop for Boys and 
Girls, Boston. The result reflects a spirit of enthusiasm for making 
books known plus a personal delight in the books themselves. 


PUBLISHERS’ CATALOGS OF CHILDREN’S BOOKS grow more and more 
attractive, keeping pace with the output they advertise. Some of them 
contain interesting information often hard to find concerning authors 
and illustrators. A noteworthy catalog of this year is that prepared 
by the children’s book department of The Macmillan Company. Its 
outstanding feature is the arrangement of the entries under subject 
with the age interest noted. Another list is also included. It is the ninth 
catalog of the books issued by Macmillan and is called Reading lists. 


Two PAMPHLETs ON “Libraries in the Union of South Africa, Rho- 
desia and Kenya Colony,” one by S. A. Pitt and the other by Milton 
J. Ferguson, have been published by the Carnegie Corporation of New 
York and may be obtained by libraries without cost on application to 
the Corporation at 522 Fifth Avenue, New York. These are the re- 
ports of the visits of Mr. Ferguson and Mr. Pitt to the countries 
named in 1928. 


A VERY USEFUL PAMPHLET is obtainable free of charge from the 
Department of the Interior of Canada entitled, “Publications of the 
natural resources intelligence service.” This lists the reports, maps, 
pamphlets, photographs and lantern slides, which describe and por- 
tray the natural resources of the dominion. Most of the material is 
free to libraries.
